ARTICLE I. 
BILL OF RIGHTS. 


_ SECTION 1. We pes er oT men, when they de a 
compact, are equal in rights; that all power is inherent in the people, 
asd all free governments are founded on their authority, and int 
tuted for their peace, :zafety, and happiness; and they have.at al 


“times a right to alter, reform, or abolish the government in such 


manner as they may think proper. ` -o 

2, All men shall be secured in their natural right to worship 
Almighty God according to the dictates of their own consciences. - 

3. No law shall in any case whatever control the free exercise - 
and enjoyment of religious opinions, or interferé with the rights of 
conscience, - i T 

4. No religious test shall be required as a qualification for any 


‘office of trust or profit. 


5. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury for the benefit of 


any i bar or theological institution, nor shall any. money: be pro, 
o 


priated for the payment of any religious services in either House 
the Legislativo Assembly. ae E Fen e 
6. No person shall be rendered incompetent as a witness or juror 


in consequence of his opinions on matters of religion, nor be ques- 
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tioned in any court of justice touching his religious belief, to affect 
the weight of his testimony. 

Y. The mode of administering an oath or affirmation shall be 
such as may be most consistent with, and binding upon the conscience 
of the person to whom such oath or affirmation may be administered. 

8. No law shall be passed restraining the free expression of 
opinion, or restricting the right to speak, write, or print frecly on 
any subject whatever; but every person shall be responsible for the 
abuse of this right. EOT 

9. No law shall violate the right of the peop to be-secure in 
their persons, houses; ‘papers and elfeóts, against unreasonable search 
or seizure; and no warrant shall issue but upon probable ccuse, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the person or thing to be seized. 


10. No court shall be secret, but justice shall be administered 
openly and without purchase: completely and without delay, and 
every man shall have remedy by due course of law for injury done 
him th his person, property or reputation. nE Ate nae 

11. In'all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall hare tho right 
to public trial by an impartial jury in the county in which the offance 
shall have been committed; to be heard by himself and counsel; to 
demand the nature and cause of the accusation against him, and to 
have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to face, and to have 
compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor. 

12. No person shall be put in jeopardy twice for the same 
offense, nor be compelled in any criminal prosecution to testify 
against himself. AS pee 
" 18. No person arrested or confinéd in jail shall be treated with

14. Offenses, except murder and treason, shall be bailable by 
‘sufficient sureties. Murder and treason shall not be bailable when

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20. There shall be no imprisonment for debt except in case of 
fraud or absconding debtors. 

21. No law shall be pagsed -granting to any citizen or class of 
citizens privileges or immunities which, upon the same terms, shall 
not equally belong to all citizens,, , - E 

22. No expost facto law, or law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts, shall ever he passed, nor shall any law be passed, the taking 
effect of which Jall be made to depend upon any authority, except 
as provided in this constitution; provided, thdk laws: locating’, the 
capital of the State, locating county seats, and submitting town and 
city corporate acts, and other local and special Jaws may take effect 
or not, upon a vote of the electors interested. > Í 

23. The operation of the laws shall, never be suspended except 
hy the authority of the Legislative Assembly. «+ 0, 

:24. The privilege. of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended, unless in case of rebellion or invasion, thé public safety 
require it.“ T a 

25, Treason against the State shall consist only in levying war 
against it, or adhering to its enemies, giving them aid, or comfort.— 
No’ person shall be convicted ‘of treason unless on the testimony of 
two witnesses to.the same overt act, or confession-in open court. 

Pat No conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture

27. No law shall be passed restraining ‘any of the inhabitants of 
the State from assembling together in a peaceable manner to consult 
for their common good; nor from instructing their representatives; 


nor from applying to the Legislature for redress of grievances. 


28. The people shall have the right to bear arms for the defence 
of themselves and the State, but the military shall he kept in strict 
subordination to. the civil power. ms $ 7 

29. No soldier shall, in time of "peace, be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner, nor in time ‘of war, except in 
manner prescribed by law, 

30, No law shall be passed granting any. title of nobility, or 
conferring hereditary distinction. . 

31. No law shall be passed prohibiting emigration from the State. 

32. White foreigners who are or may hereafter become residents 
of this State shall enjoy the same rights in respect to the possession, 
enjoyment and descent of property as native born citizens. And the 
Legislative Assembly shall have-powér to restrain and regulate the 
immigration to this State of persons not qualified to become citizens

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ARTICLE II. 
SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS, 


SECTION 1, All elections shall be free and equal. 

2. In all elections, not otherwise provided for by this Constite- 
tion, every white male citizen of the United States, of the age of 
twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have resided in the State 
during the six months immediately preceding such election—and every 
white male of foreign birth of the age of maoe years and up- 
wards, who shall have resided in the United States one year, and 
shall have resided in this State during the six months immediately 
preceding such election, and shall have declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States one year preceding such election, 
conformably to the laws of the United States on the subject of nat- 
ape tion, shall be entitled to vote at all elections authorized 

y law. ž 

3. No idiot or insane person shall be entitled to the panie 
of an elector; and the privilege of an elector shall be forfeited, by 
a conviction of any'trime which is punishable by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. : 

4. For the purpose of voting, no person. shall be deemed to have 
gained or lost a residence by reason of his presence or absence while 
employed in the service of the United States, or of this State; nór 
while en in the navigation. of the waters of this State, or of the 
United States, or of the high seas; nor while a student of any semi- 
nary of learning; nor while kept at any alms-house, or other asylum, 
at pubis expense; nor while confined in any public prison. 

. No soldier, seaman, or marine, in the army or navy of the 
United States, or of their allies, shall be deemed to have acquired a 
residence in the State in consequence of having been stationed within 
the same; nor shall any such soldier, seaman, or marine have the 
right to vote. 

6. No negro, Chinaman, or mulatto shall have the right of suffrage. 

7. Every person shall be disqualified from holding office during 
the term for which he may have been elected, who shall have given 
or offered a bribe, threat, or reward to procure his élection. 

8, The Legislative Aseembly shall enact laws to support the privi- 
lege of free ge, prescribing the manner of regulating and con- 
ducting elections, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all undue 
eed therein, from power, bribery, tumult, and other improper 
conduct. 

9. Ev n who shall give or accept a challenge to fight a 
duel, or sh Sont 5 soother pe n such Setar or 
who shall agree to go out of the State to fight a duel, shall be inel- 
igible to any office of trust or profit. 
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10. “No person holding a lucrative office or appointment under the 
United States, or under this Státe, shall be eligible to a seat in the 
Legislative Assembly; nor shall any person hold more than one lucra- 
tive office at the same time, except as in this Constitution expressly 
permitted; provided that officers in the milifia, to which theré is 
attached no annual salary, and the office of stér, where the 
compensation, does not exéeed: one hundred dollars per annum, shall 
not be deemed lucrative. == = - - 

11. No’ person who may hereafter be a collector or holder of pub- 
lic money, shall be eligible to any office of trust or profit, until he 
shall have accounted for and paid over, according to law, all sums 
for which he may be liable. EN y 

12. In all cases in which it is provided that an office shall not be 
filled by the’same person more than a certain number of years con- 
ee an appointment pro tempore shall not be reckoned a part of 
that term. 

13. In all cases, except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
electors shall be free from arrest in going to elections, during their 
attendance there, and in returning from the same; and no elector 
shall be obliged to do duty in the militia on any day of ‘election, ex- 
cept in time of war, or public danger. i 

14. General elections shall be held on the first Monday of June, 
none A l 

15. all elections by the Legislative Assembly, or by either 
branch thereof, votes shall be given openly, or viva voce, and not by 
ballot, forever; and in all elections by the people, votes shall be given 
openly, or viva voce, until the Legislative Assembly shall otherwise 
direct. 


16. In all elections held by the people under this Constitution, 
the pon or persons who shall receive the highest ‘number of votes 
shall be declared duly elected. . 

17. All qualified electors shall vote in the election precinct in-the 
county where a may reside, for county officers, and in any county 
in the State for State officers, or in any county of a Co ional 
district in which such electors niay reside, for members of* Congress. 


ARTICLE IN. 
DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


SECTION 1. The powers of the government shall be divided into 
three separate d ents; the Legislative, the Executive, including 
the administrative, and the: Judicial; and no person charged with 
official duties under one of these departments shal! exéreise-any of 
the 0 of another ‘except as in this Constitatión expresaly

LEGISLATIVE: DEPARTMENT. ~ 


SECTION 1. The legislative authority of the State shall be vested 
in the Legislative Assembly, which shall consist of a Senate and House 
of Representatives. ` The style of every bill shall be, * Be it enacted 
by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon,” ánd"no law 
shall be enacted except by bill. A 

2. The Senate shall consist of sixteen, and the House of Repre- 


. sentatives of thirty-four members, which number shall not be increased 


until the year eighteen hundred and sixty, after which timè the Leg-, 
islative Assembly may increase the number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, always keeping, as near as may be, the same ratio as to 
the number of Senators and Representatives. Provided, That the 
Senate shall never exceed thirty, and the House of Representatives 
sixty members. f ; 

3. The senators and representatives shall be chosen by the electors 
of the respective counties or districts into which the State may from 
time to time be divided by law. . f : 

4, The senators shall be elected for the term of four years, and 
representatives for the term of two years from the day next ofter 
their general election. Provided, however, That the seriators elect, 
at the first session of the Legislative Assembly under this Constitu- 
tion, shall be divided by lot into two equal classes, as nearly as may 
be; and the seats of senators of the-first class shall be vacated at the 
expiration of two years, and those of the second class at the expira- 


‘tion of four years j so that one-half, as nearly as possible, shall be 


chosen biennially forever thereafter. And in case of the increase of 
the number of senators, they shall be so annexed by lot- tò one or the 
other of the two classes as to keep them as nearly equal as possible. 

5. The Legislative Assembly shall, in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and every, ten years after, cause an enumeration to be 
made of all the white popnlation of the State. 

6. The number of senators aud representatives shall, at the ses- 
sion next following an enumeration of the inhabitants by the United 
States or this State, be fixed by lay, and apportioned among the sev- 
eral counties according to the number of white population in each. 
And the ratio of senators and representatives shall be determined by 
dividing the whole number of white population by the number of 
genators sud representatives r tively ; and the number of sena- 
tors and representatives to which any county or district shall he enti- 
tled, shall be determined by dividing the whole number of white 
population of such county or district by guch respective ratios; and 


"when a fraction shall result from such division which shall exceed 


one-half of said ratio, such county or district shall be entitled to a 
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member for such fraction., And ¡in case any coun shall not have 
“the requisite populytion to entitle such conhty'to: 4 member, -then 
such county shall be attached to some adjoining county for senatorial 
or representative purposes. <-  -. -e iA. AS 
OT A senatorial district, when more than one countysshall con- 
‘stitute the same, shall be composed of contiguous tountlés, and no 
county shall be divided in creating senatoridl districts. ". +, 
8. No person shall be a senator or representative who, at the 
time of his election, is not a citizen of the United States; nor any 
one who has not been for one year next preceding his election-an in- 
habitant of the county or district whence he may be chosen. Sena- 
tors and representatives shall be at least twenty-one years of age. 
© 9. Senators and representatives in all cases extept for. treason, 
felony, or breaches of the peace, shall be privileged from arrest 
during the session of the Legislative Assembly, and in going to and 
returning from the sáme; and shall not be subject to any civil pró- 
cess during the session of the Legislative Assembly, nor during the 
fifteen days next before the commencement thereof. Nor shall a 
“member, for Words uttered in debate in either house, be questioned 
‘tn any other place. 
10. The sessions of the Legislative Assembly shall be held bien- 
nially at the Capital of the State, commencing on the second Mon- 
day of September, in the year eighhteen hundred and fifty-eight, and 
on the same day of every second year thereafter, unless a different 
day shall have boot appointed by law. - 3 
Each House, when assembled, shall choose its own officers, 
judge of the election, qualifications and returns of its own members, 
determine its own rules of proceeding, and sit upon its own adjourn- 
‘nents; but neither house shall, without the conturrence of the other 
adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other place than that 
in which it may he sitting. 

` 12. Two-thirds of each house shall constitute ‘quorum to do * 
business, but a smaller number may meet, adjourn from day to day 
and compel the attendance of absent members. „A quorum being in 
attendance, if either house fail to effect an organization within the 
first five days thereafter, the members of the house so failing shall 
be entitled -to no compensation from ‘the end of the said five days 
until an organization shall have been effected. 

13. Each house shall keep a journal of its proeecdings. The 
yeas and nays on any question, shall, at the'request of any two mem- 
bers, bo entered, together with the names of the members demanding 
the same, on the journal; provided, that on a motion to adjourn, 1t 
do require onétenth of the members present to order the ycas 
and nays. 4 l ni 

14. The doors of each house, und of committees of the whole 
shall be kept open, except in such casés as in the opinion of either 
house map require secresy. > i 6 $

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15. Either house may punish its members for disorderly behav- 


jor, and may, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member ;

presence, but such imprisonment shall not at any time exceed twenty- 
four hours. 

17. Each house shall have all powers necessary fora branch of 
the legislative department of a free and independent State. ` 

18, Bills may originate in either house, but may be amended or 
rejected in the other, except that bills for raising revenue shall orig- 
inate in the House of Representatives. ` 

19. Every bill shall be read by eectione, on three several days, 
in each house, unless, in case of emergency, two-thirds of the house 
where such bill may be depending, shall, by a vote of yeas and nays, 
deem it expedient to dispense with this rule; but, the reading of a 
bill by sections on its final passage shall in no case be dispensed 
with, and the vote on the passage of every bill or joint resolution 
shall be taken by yeas and nays, 

20. Eyery act shall embrace but one subject, and matters prop- 
erly connected therewith, which subject shall be expressed in tho 
title. But if any subject shall be embraced in an act which shall 
not beyxpressed in the title; such act shall be void only as to so 
much thereof as shall not be expressed in the title. 

21. Every act or joint resolution shall be plainly worded 
avoiding as far as practicable, the use of technical terms. 

22. No act shall ever be revieed or amended by mere reference 
to its title, but the act revised or section amended shall be set forth 
and published at full length. 

23. The Legislativo Assembly shall not pass special or local 
laws in any of the following enumerated cases; that is to say— 

Regulating the jurisdiction and duties of justices of the peace, and 
of constable; 

For the punishment of crimes and misdemeanors; 

Regulating the practice in courts of justice; . 

Providing for changing the venue in civil and criminal cases; 

Granting divorces; , 

Changing the names of persons; 

For laying, opening and working on highways, and for the election 
or appointment of supervisors; 

Vacating roads, town plats, streeta, alleys and public squares; 

Summoning and empanneling grand and petit jurors; ` 

For the assessment and collection of taxes for State, county, 
township or road purpos 


urposes; 
Providing for supporting common schools, and for the preservation 
of school funds; ` 
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In relation to interest on money; 

Providing for opening and. conducting elections of State, county, 
or township officers, and designating the placo of voting; 

Providing for the sale of real estate belonging to minors or other 
persons laboring under legal disabilities by executors, administrators, 
guardians or trustees. j 

24. Provision may be made by general law for bringing suit 
against the State, as to liabilities originating after or existing at the 
time of the adoption of this constitution; but no special act author- 
izing such suit to be brought, or making compensation to any person 
claiming damages against the State, shall ever be ; 

25. A majority of'all the members elected to each House shall 
be necessary to pass every bill or joint resolution; and all bills or 
joint resolutions so passed shall be signed by the presiding officers of 
the respective houses, 

26. Any member of either house shall have the right to protest, 
and ds his protest, with his reasons for dissent, entered on the 
journal. 

* 27. Every statute shall be a public law, unless otherwise declared 
in the statute itself. 

28. No act shall take effect until ninety days from the end of the 
session. at which the same shall have been passed, except in case of 
emergency; which emergency shall be declared in the preamble or in 
the body of the law. 

29. The members of the Legislative Assembly shall receive for 
their services a sum not exceeding three dollars a day from the com- 
mencement of the session; but such pay shall not exceed in the ag- 
gregate one hundred and twenty dollars for per diem allowance for 
any one session. When convened in extra session by the Governor, 
they shall receive three dollars per day ; but no extra session shall 
continue for a longer period than twenty days. They shall also re- 
ceive the sum of three dollars for every twenty miles they shall travel 
in going to and returning from their place of meeting, on the most 
usual route. The presiding officers of the Assembly shall, in virtue 
of their office, receive an additional compensation equal to two-thirds 
of their per diem allowance as members. 

30. No senator or ee shall, during the time for which 
he may have been elected, be eligible to any office, the election to 
which is vested in the Legislative Assembly ; nor shall be appointed 
to any civil office of profit which shall have been created, or the 
emoluments of which shall have been increased during such term, but 
this latter provision shall not be construed to apply to any officer 
elective by the people. © > 

31. The members of the Legislative Assembly shall, -before they 
enter on the duties of their. respective offices, take and subscribe the 
following oath or affirmation : 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be,) that I will 
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support the Constitution of the United States, and, the Constitution 
of the State of Oregon, and that T will faithfully discharge the duties 
of Senator (or Representative, as the case may be) according to the 
best of my ability. . i : o 

And such oath may be administered by the Governor, Secretary of 
State, or a Judge of the Supreme Court.

ARTICLE Y, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ” 4 


Secrion 1. The chief executive power of the State shall be vested 
in a Governor, who shall hold his office for the term of four years ; 
and no person shall be eligible to such office more than eight in any 
period of twelve years. 

2. No person, except a citizen of the United States, shall be cligi- 
ble to the office of Governor, nor shall any person be eligible to that 
office who shall not have attained the age of thirty years, and who 
shall not have been three years next preceding his election, a resident 
Within this State. 

3. No member of Congress, or person holding any office under 
the United States, or under this State, or under any other power, 
shall fill the office of Governor; except as may be otherwise provided 
in this Constitution. 

4. The Governor shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
State at the times and places of choosing members of the Legislative 
Assembly, and the returns of every election for Governor shall be 
sealed up and transmitted to the Secretary of State, directed to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who shall open and publish 
them in the presence of both houses of the Legislative Assembly. 

5. The person having the highest number of votes for Governor 
shall be elected; but in case two or more persons shall have an 
equal, and the highest number of votes for Governor, the two Houses 
of the Legislative Assembly, at the next regular ‘session: thereof, 
shall forthwith, by joint vote, proceed to-elect one of the said persons 
Governor. i 

6. Contested elections for Govbrnor shall be determined by the 
Legislative Assembly in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

7. The official term ‘of the Governor shall: be ‘four years; and 
shall commence at such times as may be provided by this Constitu- 
tion, or prescribed by law. ` 

8. In case of the removal of the Governor from office, dr of his 
death resignation, or inability to discharge the duties of the office, 
the same shall deyolve on the Secretary of State; and in case of the 
removal from office, death, resignation, or inability, both of the Gov- 


_ernor and Secretary of State, the President of the Senate shall act 


rs a$ 
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as Governor, until the disability be remoyed,or a Governor be elected. 

9 The Governor shall be commanderrinrchief of: the military 
and naval forces of this State, and may call out'sueh forces to exe- 
cute the laws, to suppress insurrection, or to repel invasion. ~ ©- 

10. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. < 

11.: He shall, from time td time, give to the Legislative Assembly 
information, touching the condition of ‘the State, and ‘recommend 
such measures as he'shall jadge to'be expedient. ay ak 

12. He may, op extthordinary occasions, convene the Legislative 
Assembly by proclamation, and shall‘ state to boti Houses, when 
assembled, the purpose for: whicl: they shall have been convened. : 

18. He shall transact all necessary business with the officers of 
government, and may require information in writing from the officers 
of the administrative and military departments upon any subject 
relating to the duties of theii respective offices. 

14. He shall have power to grant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons, after conviction, for. all offences except.treasen, subject to 
such regulations as may be provided hy law. Upon conviction for 
treason, he shall have power to suspend the execution of the sentence 
until the case shall be reported to the Legislative Assembly, at its 
next meeting, when the Legislative Assembly shalt either grant a par 
don, commute the sentence, direct the execution of the séntence, or 
grant 2 further reprieve. He shall have power to remit fines and for- 
feitnres, under such regulations as may be prescribed by law; and 
shall report to the Legislative ‘Assembly. at its next meeting. each 
case of repriéve, commutation, or pardon granted, and tlie reasons for 
granting thé same; and also the namer of all persons in whose fayor 
remission of fines and forfeitures shall have been made, and the sev- 
eral amounts remitted. . 

15. Every bill which shall have passed the Legislative Assembly 
shall, before it becomes a law, be preséntbd to the Governor; if he 
approve, he shall sign it ; butıf not, he shall return it with his ob- 
jections to that house in which it shall have originated, which house 
shall enter the objections at large upon the journal, and proceed to 
reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of Wie mem- 
bers present shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be-sent, together with 
the objections, to the other house, by which it’shall Jikewjée be recon- 
sidered, and if approved by two-thirds: of the members present; it 
shall become a law. But in all such cases, the votes of both houses 
shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the members 
voting for or against the bill, shall be entered on the journal of each 
house reepéctively ; if any bill shall not be returned by the Governor 
within five days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented 
to him, it shall be a law without His signature, unless the general ad- 
journment shall prevent its-tefarn, in which case it shall be a law, 
unless the Governor, within five days next after the adjonrnment (Sun- 
days excepted,) shall file such bill, with his objections thereto, in the

The judicial power of the State shall be vested in a 
Supreme Court, Circuit Courts, and County Court, whieh shall be 
courts of record, having general jarisdiction, to be defined, limited 
and regulated by law in accordance with this Constitution. Justices 
of the peace may also be invested with limited judicial powers, and 
municipal courts may be created to administer the regulations of 
incorporated towns and cities. . f 
‚2 TheS e Court shall consist of four justices, to be chosen 
in districts by the electors thereof, who shall be citizens of the United 
States, and who shall have resided in the State at least three years 
next preceding their election, and after their election to reside in 
their respective districts. The number of justices and distriets may 
be increased, but shall not exceed five, until the white jon of 
the State shall amount to one hundred thousand, and never 
exceed seven; and the boundaries of districts may be changed, but 
no change of district shall have the effect to remove a judge from 
office, or require him to change his residence without his consent.

tive Assembly to provide by law for the election of a superintendent,.

2. The proceeds of all the lands which have been or hereafter may 
be granted to. this’ State, for educational purposes, (exe ting the 
lands heretofore grarited to aid in the establishment 9 Do 
all the moneys and clear proceeds of all property which may accrue 
to the State by escheat or forfeiture ; all money which may be paid 
as exémption from military duty ; the proceeds of all gifts, devises, 
and bequests, made by any person to the State for common school 
purposes ; the proceeds of all property granted to the State when 
the purposés of such grant shall not be stated ; all the proceeds of 
the five hundred thousand acres of land to which this State is enti- 
tled by the provisions of an act of Congress, entitled “An act to ap- 
propriate the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant 
pre-emption rights, approved the 4th of September. 1841,” and also 
the five per centum of the net proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands, to which this State shall become entitled on her admission into 
the Union (iff Congress shall consent to such appropriation of the 
two grants last mentioned) shall be set apart as a separate and irre- 
ducible fund, to be called the common school fund, the interest of 
which, together with all other revenues derived from the school lands 
mentioned in this section shall be exclusively applied to the support 
and maintenance of common schools in each school district, and the 
purchase of suitable libraries and apparatus therefor.

2. Persons whose religious tenets or conscientious scruples forbid 
them to bear arms, shall not be compelled to do so in’ time of peace, 
but shall pay an equivalent for personal service.

ARTICLE XI. 
CORPORATIONS AND INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Section 1. The Legislative Assembly shall not have the power 
to establish or incorporate any bank, or banking company, or monied 
institution: whatever ; nor shall any , Company or institution 
exist in the State with the privilege of making, issuing, or putting in 
circulation any: bill, check, certificate, promissory note, or other 
paper, or the paper of any bank, company, or person, to circulate as 
money. A 
2. E ey ate may be formed under general laws, but shall not 
be created by special laws, except for munici papes. All laws 
passed pursuant to this section may be altered, amended, or repealed, 
but not so as to impair or destroy any vested corporate rights. 

3. The stockholders of all corporations and, joint stock compa- 
nies shall be liable for the indebtedness of said corporation to the 
amount of their stock subscribed 4nd unpaid, and no more. 

4, No person’s property shall be taken any corporation, 
under authority of law, without compensation being first made or 
securcd, in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

5. Acts of the Legislative Assembly, incorporating towns and 
cities, shall restrict their powers of taxation, borrowing money, con- 
tracting debts, and loaning their credit. 

6. The State shall not subscribe to, or be interested in the stock 
of any company, association or corporation. 

7. The Legislative Assembly shall not, in any manner, create 
any debt or liabilities which shall singly, or in the a te, with 
al debts or liabilities, exceed the sun of fifty thousand dol- 

ars, except in case of war, or to repel invasion, or suppress insur- 
rection ; and évery contract of indebtedness entered into or assumed 
by or on behalf of the State, when all its. liabilities and debts amount 
to said sum, shall be void and of no effect. ; 

8. The State shall never assume the debts of any county, town, 
city, or other corporation whatever, unless such debts shall have 
keen created to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, or defend the 
State in war., . $2 
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9. No county, city, town, or other municipal corporation, by 
vote of its citizens, or otherwise, shall become a stockholder in any 
joint stock company, corporation, or association whatever, or raise 
money for, or loan its credit to, or in aid, of, any such company,

10. No county shall create any debts or liabilities which shall 
singly, or in the aggregate, exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, 
except to suppress insurrection, or repel invasion'; but the. debts of 
anp county, at the time this Constitution takes effect, shall be dis- 
regardéd in estimating the sum to which such county is limited. ` 


ARTICLE XH. 
STATE PRINTER. 


SECTION 1. There shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
the State at the times and places of choosing members of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, a State printer, who shall hold his office for the 
term of four years. He shall pen all the publie printing for the 
State, which may be provided by law. The rates to be paid to him 
for such printing shall be fixed by law, and shall neither be increased 
nor diminished during the term for which he shall have been elected. 
He shall give such security for the performance of his duties as the 
Legislative Assembly may provide. 


ARTICLE XII. 


SALARIES.

SECTION 1. The Governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen 
hundred dollars. The Secretary of State shall receive an anual 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars. The Treasurer of State shall 
receive an annual ahn of eight hundred dollars.

ARTICLE XVI. E 
BOUNDARIES, l 


SECTION 1. In order that the boundaries of the State may be 
known and established, it is hereby ordained and declared that the 
State of Oregon shall be bounded as follows, to-wit: 

Beginning one marine league at sea due west from the point where 
the 42d parallel of north latitude intersects the same; thence northerly 
at the same distance from the Hne of coast lying west and ypa 
“the State, including all islands within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, to a point due west and opposite the middle of the north ship 
channel of the Columbia river ; thence easterly to and up the middle 
channel of said river, and where it is divided by islands, up the mid- 
dle of the widest channel thereof, and in like manner up de middle 
of the main channel of Snake river to the mouth of the Owyhee 
river ; thence due south to the parallel of latitude forty-two degrees 
north; thence west along said parallel to the place: of beginning, in- 
cluding jurisdittion in civil and criminal: cases upon the Columbia 
river and Snake river, concurrently with States and Territories of 
which those rivers form a boundary in common with this State. But 
the Congress of the United States, in providing for the admission of 
this State into the Union, may make the said northern boundary con- 
form to the act creating the Territory of: Washington. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION 1. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution 
may be proposed in either branch of the Legislative Assembly, and 
if the same shall be agreed to by a majority of all the members 
clected to each of the two Houses, such proposed amendment or 
amendments shall, with the yeas and nays thereon, be entered on their 
journáls, and referred to the Legislative Assembly to be chosen at the

6. If this Constitution shall be ratified, an clection shall be held 
on the first Monday in Juno, 1858, for the election of members of 
the eee ih, a Representative in Congress, and State 
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and county officers ; and the Legislative “Assembly shall convene at 
the capital on the first Monday of July, 1858, and: proceed to elect 
two Senators in Congres, and make such further provision as may 
be necessary to the complete organization of a State government. 

7. All laws in force in the Territory of Oregon when the Consti- 
tution takes effect, and consistent therewith, shall continue in force 
until altered or repealed. . Ae ES 

8, All officers of the Territory of Oregon, or under its laws, 
when this Constitution takes effect, shall continue in office until 
superceded by the State authorities. sal 

9, Crimes and misdeméanors committed avainst the Territory of 
Oregon shall be punished by the State as they might have: beén 
punished by the Territory if the change of government had: not 
been made. 

All property and rights of the Territory and of the several 
counties, subdivistons, and political bodies corporate of, or in the 
Territory, including fines, penalties, forfeitures, debts and claims of 
whatsoever nature, and recognizances, obligations, and undertakings 
to or for the use of the Territory or any county, political corporation, 
officer or otherwise, to or for the public, shall enure to the State, or 
remain to the county, local division, corporation, officer, or public, as 
if the change of government had not been made. And private 
rights shall not be affected by such change. 

11. Until otherwise provided: by law, the Judicial districts of tlic 
State shall be constituted as follows :—The counties of Jackson, 
Josephine and Douglas shall constitute the first district. :'Ehe 
counties of Umpqua, Coos and Curry, Lane and Benton shall consti- 
tute the second district. , The counties of Linn, Marion, Polk, 
Yamhill, and Washington, shall constitute the third district, The 
counties of Clackamas, Multnomah, Wasco, Columbia, Clatsop and 
Tillamook shall constitute the fourth district; and the county of 
Tillamook shall be attached to'the county of Clatsop for Judicial -

A PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS, the people of the Territory of Oregon, through their 
delegates in Convention assembled, prepared a Constitution for their 
government under a State organiaation, and submitted the same, with 
certain propositions, to be'approved and determined at an election 
which was held in the said Territory on the 9th day of November, 
A, D, 1857, in conformity to the provisions made by said Convention 
of delegates, and 

WHEREAS, if was further provided by said Convention of dele- 
gates that the result of said election should be announced by Execu- 
tive proclamation : 

Therefore, to that end it is hereby declared and made known that 
at the said election, held on the 9th day of November, A. D., 1857. 
there were seven thousand one hutidred and ninety-five votes given 
for the adoption ‘of the said Constitution, and three thousand one 
hundréd and ninety-five votes against its adoption. There were two 
“thousand six hundred and forty-five votes given in favor of Slavery. 
and seven thousand seven hundréd and, twenty-seven votes against 
Slavery, and there were given one thousand and eighty-oné votes in 
favor of permitting the residence of free negroes, and eight thonsand 
six hundred and forty votes against the same. 

In testimony whereof, 1 have hereunto set my official signature, 

and caused the seal of the Territory to be affixed, at Salem,

‘AN ACT for the admission of Oregon into the Union. 


Whereas the people of Oregon have framed, ratified, and adopted a 
constitution of State government which is republican in form, and 
in conformity with the Constitution of the United States, and 
have applied for admission into the Union op an equal footing 
with the other States ; Therefore— 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That Oregon be, and she is 
hereby, received into the Union on an equal footing with the other 
States in all respects whatever, with the following boundaries : In 
order that the boundaries of the State may be known and established, 
it is hereby ordained and declared that the State of Oregon shall be 
bounded as follows, to-wit: Beginning one marine league at sea due 
west from the point where the*forty-second parallel of north latitude 
intersects the same ; thence northerly, at the same distance from the 
line of the coast, lying west and pala the State, including, all 
islands within the jurisdiction of the United States, to a point duo 
west and opposite the middle of the north ship channel of the Col- 
umbia River ; thence easterly, to and up the middle channel of said 
river, and, where it is divided by islands, up the middle of the widest 
channel thereof, to a point near Fort Walla-Walla, where the forty- 
sixth parallel of north latitude crosses said river ; thence cast, on 
said, parallel, to the middle of the main channel of the Shoshones or 
Snake River ; thence up the middle of the main channel of said 
river, to the mouth of the Owyhee River ; thence due south, to the 
parallel of latitude forty-two degrees north ; thence west, along said 
parallel, to the place of beginning, including jurisdiction in civil and 
criminal cases upon the Columbia River and Snake River, concur- 
rently with States and Territories of which those rivers form a 
boundary in common with this State. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That, the said State of Oregon 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction on the Columbia and all other 
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\ 
rivers and waters bordering on the said State of Oregon so far as 
the same shall form a common boundary to said Státe, and any other 
State or- States now or hereafter ta be formed or bounded by the 
same ; and said rivers and waters, and all the navigable waters of 
said State, shall be common highways and forever free, as well as to 
the inhabitants of said State as to all other citizens of the United 
States, without any tax, duty, impost, or toll therefor. 

Suc, 3. And be it further enacted, That, until the next census and 
apportionment of representatives, the State of Oregon shall be enti- 
tled to one representative in the Congress of the United States. ` 

SEC. 4. * And be it further enaceed, That the following propositions 
be, and the same are hereby, offered to the said people of Oregon for 
their free aceeptance or rejection, which, if accepted, shall be oblig- 
atory on the United States and upon the said Stato of Oregon, to- 
wit: First, That sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in every 
township of public lands in said State, and where either of said sec- 
tions, or any part thereof, has been sold or otherwise disposed of, 
other lands equivalent thereto, and as contiguous as may be, shall be 
granted «to said State for the use of schools. Second, That seventy- 
two sections of land shall be set apart and reserved for the use and 
support of a State university, to be selected by the governor of said 
8 State, subject to the approval of the Commissioner of the General 

+ Land-Office, and to be appropriated and applied in such manner as the 
E legislature of said State may prescribe for the purpose aforesaid, but 
for no other purpose. Third, That ten entire sections of land, to be 
selected by the governor of said State, in legal subdivisions. shall be 
granted to said State for the purpose of completing the public build- 
ings, or for the erection of others at the seat of government, under 
the direction of the legislature thereof. Fomth, That all salt spings 
within said State, not exceeding twelve in number, with six sections 
of land adjoining, or as contiguous as may be to each, shall be 
granted to said State for its use, the same to be selected by the gov- 
ernor thereof within one year after the admission of said State, and 
when so selected, to be used or disposed of on such terms conditions 
and regulations as the legislature sball direct: Provided, That no 
salt spring or land, the right whereof is now vested in any individual 
ot individuals, or which may be hereafter confirmed or adjudged to 
any individual or individuals, shall by this article be granted to said 
State. Fifth, That five per centum of the net proceeds of sales of 
all public lands lying within said State which shall be sold by Con- 
gress after the admission of said State into the Union, after deduct- 
ing all the expenses incident to the same, shall be paid to said State, 
for the purpose of making public roads and internal improvements, 
as the legislature shall direct: Provided, That the foregoing propo- 
sitions, hereinbefore offered, are on the condition that the people of 
Oregon shall provide by an ordinance, irrevocable without the con- 
sent of the United States, that said State shall never interfere with 
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the primary disposal of the soil within the same by the United States, 
or with any regulations Congress may find necessary for securing 
the title in said soil to bona fide purchasers thereof; and that in no 
case shall non-resident proprietors be tated higher than residents. — 
Sixth, And that the said State shall never tax the lands or the prop: 
erty of the United States in said State: Provided, however, That in case 
any of the 'ands herein granted to the State of Oregon have hereto- 
fore been contimed to the Territory of Oregon’ for the purposes 
specified in this act, the amount so confirmed shall be deducted from:

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AN ACT to regulate Roads: 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the legislatwe Assembly of the State of 
Oregon, That all county roads shall be under the an Rein of the 
county court of the county wherein the said road is located, and no 
county road shall be hereafter established, nor shall any such road be 
altered or vacated in any county in this State, except by the authority 
of the county court of: the proper county. 

Sec. 2. All applications for laying out, altering or locating 
county roads, shall be by petition to the county court of the proper 
county, signed by at least twelve householders of the-county, residing 
in the vicinity where said road is to be laid out, altered or located, 
which petition shall specify the place of beginning, the intermediate 
points, if any, and the place of termination of said road. 

Sec, 3. When any petition shall be presented for the action of 
the county. court for laying out, alteration or vacation of any county 
road, it shall be accompanied by satisfactory proof that notice has 
been given by advertisement, posted at the place of holding county 
court, and also in three public places in the vicinity of said road or 
propesed road, thirty days previous to the presentation of said peti- 
tion to the county court, notifying all persons concerned that appli- 
cation will bé made to the said county court at their next session for 
laying out, altering or vacating such road, as the case may be. 

Sec. 4, Upon the presentation of such peauon and proof that 
notice has been given, as provided in the last section, the county 
court may appoint three disinterested householders of the county, as 
viewers of said road, and a skillful surveyor to survey the same, and 
shall issue an order directing said viewers and surveyor, on a day to 
be named in said order, or on their failing to meet ón said day, 
within -fiye days thereafter, to view, survey, and lay out or alter : 
said road. a 

See. 6, oe shall be the duty of the viewers and surveyors 
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appointed as aforesaid, after receiving at least five days” previous. 
notice, by one of the petitioners, to meet at the time and place speci- 
fied in the order of the county court aforesaid, or within five days 
thereafter, and after taking an oath or affirmation, faithfully and 
impartially to discharge the duties of their appointments, respectively, 
shall take to their assistance two suitable persons as chain bearers, and 
one marker, and proceed to view, survey and lay out or alter, said 
road as prayed for in the petition, as near as in their opinion a good 
road can be made at a reasonable expense, taking into consideration 
the utility, convenience and inconvenience and ‘expense which will 
result to individuals as well as to the public if such road shall be 
established and opened or altered ; and the zurveyor shall survey 
such road under the direction of the reviewers, and canse the same 
to be conspicuously marked throughout, noting the corners and dis- 
tances ; all trees on the line of such road shall be marked on each 
of the sides corresponding with the direction of the road with three 
notches cut through the bark, and at Icast one inch into the wood, 
and all trees adjacent tó the line shall be plainly blazed .on the side 
facing the road. The beginning and termination ef such road, and 
the termination of each mile thereon, shall be designated by a tree, 
if one is found at the point, if not, then by a stone containing at 
least 1728 solid inches, if such stones can be found in the vicinity, if 
not, then by a post of durable wood, at least four inches square and 
„three and a half feet long, firmly planted not Jess than eighteen 
inches in the ground. When posta are used, two bearing trees shall 
be chosen, the course and distance of each of which ftam the post, 
the diameter of the tree and the kind of wood, shall be noted by the * 
surveyor. If nó stones can be obtained, and no trees suitable for 
bearing trees can be found, the surveyor shall cause a mound to be 
erected of compact earth around the post, eighteen inches high, and 
four fect square. The beginning and terminating points of the road, 
whether “treez, posts or stones, shall bé marked by the letter“ R.” 
The termination of cach mile shall be marked by a figure indicating 
the number of the mile from the beginning of the road, followed by 
the letter “M.” The marks required by this section, if occurring on 
stones, shall be cut legibly at least one eighth of an inch deep, if 
occurring on trees or posts, they shall be plainly cut at least one 
fourth of an inch deep in the solid wood, the bark having. been first 
removed. All bearing trees shall be marked on the side ‘facing the 
post to which they correspond with a figure and letter the same as 
that on the post, cut into the solid wood in the same manner as otlier 
trees are required to be marked. The surveyor shall also make out: 
and deliver to one of the viewers, without delay, a correct certifiéd 
return, of the survey of said road, and a plat of the same; and the 
viewers, or a majority of them, shall make and sign a report ‘in 
writing, stating their opinion in favor‘of or against the establishment: 
or alteration ‘of such road, and set forth the reasons of the Same ; 
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which N dy ae with the plat and survey of said road or altera- 
tion, shall be delivered to the county clerk by one of the viewers, on or 
before the third day of the session of the county .court, then next! 
ensuing ; and it shall be the duty of the county court, on receiving 
the report of the viewers aforesaid, to cause the same to be publicly 
read on two different days of the same meeting ; and if no remon- 
strance with a greater mumbet of remoustrators than there-are 
names on the petition (the names on the remonstrance to be confined 
to the vicinity of the proposed road), or’ petitions for damages be 
filed, and the court bemg satisfied that such road will be of public 
utility, the report of the viewers being forwarded theréto, the court . 
shall cause said report, survey and plat to be recorded, and from 
thenceforth said road shall be considered a public highway, and the 
court shall issne an order directing said rool to be opened. 

Sec. 6. That in all cases where any oath or affirmation is 
required to be taken by any person under the provision of this act, ' 
the same may be administered by the surveyor. or by one of the 
viewers who have previously been sworn or affirmed themselves ; 
Provided, That it shall not be necessary to survey any county road 
the county court shall order. 

Sec, 7. , IE any person through whose lands any county road may 
be viewed and marked out, shall feel that he or she would be injured 
by the-opening of the same, such person may make complaint thereof 
in writing to the county court at the time the report of the viewers 
appointed to reveiw said road is recsived ; and if such complaint be 
made, the county court shall appoint three disinterested householders 
of the county, who shall meet at such tine as may be designated by 
the county court, or at such time as may be agreed upon by such

Sec: 19. The county court shall, annually, at the December term, 
appoint one supervisor of roads for each road district in the county, 
and may at any time fill vacancies that may occur in such office; and 
they shall cause the supervisors by them appointed to be notified 
thereof in writing. Each supervisor shall hold his office until tbe 
following December session of the county court, and before entering 
upon the discharge of his -duties, shall take an oath or affirmation 


. faithfully to discharge the duties of his office ; and if required by the 


court, shall execute a bond to the county, with one or more sureties, 
in any sum specified by the court, not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars, conditioned that he will faithfully account for and pay over ac- 
cording to law, all moneys that may come into his hands by virtue of 
his office; and when any person shall refuse to accept the appoint 
ment of supervisor, he shall be fined the sum of twenty-five dollars, 
to be appropriated to road purposes in the road district for which 
such person shall have been eppointod ; Provided, That tbe county 
court may excuse any supervisor from payment of said fine upon be- 
ing satisfied that such jo onght not to have becn appointed ; and 
the county court shall have power at any time to remove from office 
any supervisor who shall fail or refuse to perform his duty; and all 
vacancies shall be filled at the term of court at which any removal 
shall be made, or vacancy occur. 

Sec. 20. Tt shall be the duty of the county clerk to furnish the 
supervisors of each road district a list of petitioners for county roads 
residing in their 1espective districts, and it shall be the duty of the 
supervisor to cause said petitioners to perform one day’s labor each 
in opening said road; Provided, That any person may, in lieu of 
each day's work to be performed according to this section, pay into 
the hands of the supervisor the sum of two dollars per day, to be 
expended in labor on said road in said road district. 

Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of every supervisor of roads, on or 
before the fifteenth day of March, fo obtain the names and.make out 
in alphabetital order a list of all persons Hable to perform labor on 
the public roads residing within his road district, and file the same 
with the county clerk, whose duty it shall be to affix to each name 
the amount of taxable property owned by each person residing or 
owning real property therein for county rates the last preceding year. 

"Sec. 22. In making such estimate and assessment, the supervisor 
shall proceed as follows: First. He shall apportion the labor to'be 
performed ir his road district according to the yaluation of taxable 
property owned by each person residing or owning real property 
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therein, in the ratio of one day's work for each and every two thon- 
sand dollars assessed for county rates the last preceding year; Pro- 
vided, That any person may, in Heu of each day’s work to be per- 
formed according to this act, pay into the hands of the supervisors 
the sum of two dollars per day, to he expended in labor on the pub- 
lic road in said district, Second. He shall assess two additional 
days’ work to be performed by every male between. twenty-one and 
fifty years of age, except persons who are a public charge, or too in- 
firm to perform labor. 

Sec. 23, Whenever the supervisor shall, from any cause, have 
neglected or omitted to place on his list and assess any person within 
the time required by law, he shall at any time afterwards place the 
name of any such person on the list, and assess the number of days' 
work to be performed by him, which assessment shall in all respects 
be valid as if made in due time. 

Sec. 24. The supervisor shall notify every person within his road 
district subject to road labor as aforesaid, to perform the work as- 
sessed on the public roads within his road district; and if any person 
subject to road labor, as aforesaid, shall, after three days’ previous 
notice, either personally, or by writing left at his usual place of abode, 
by the supervisor or any ather person by direction of the supervisor, 
neglect or refuse to attend, by himself or suitable substitute, at the 
time and place designated by the supervisor, or having attended, shall 
refuse to obey the direction of the supervisor, or shall pass his time 
in idleness and inattention to the duties assigned him, every such de- 
linquent shall forfeit and pay for each day he shall neglect or refuse 
to attend, or for any of the offences above specified in this section, 
the sum of five dollars, to be recovered in a civil action, at the suit 
of the supervisor, before any justice of the peace having jurisdiction; 
or, if the aggregate amount of such sums be over one hundred dol- 
lars, by action in the circuit court; and all money so collected shall 
be appropriated as hereinafter directed. + 

Sec. 25. Whenever it shall happen, in consequence of sickness, 
absence from home, or any other good cause, that a person’ liable to 
to perform work as aforesaid, does not attend in obedience to the 
notice of the supervisor at the time and place appointed, and such 
person is willing to perform, or cause to be performed the labor re- 
quired by this chapter, no process shall be issued for the recovery of 
the penalty above prescribed, but the supervisor shall employ such 
person, or his substitute, at another time and place to be designated 
"by such supervisor. 

Sec. 26. Every person notified to labor on the public roads, un- 
der the provisions of this chapter, shall be required to appear at the 
place appointed by the supervisors, atthe hour of eight o’clock in 
the forenoon, with such necessary tools and implements as said super- 
visor may direct, and work industriously and diligently, doing at 
least eight hours faithful labor in each day at such work, and in such 
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manner as shall be directed by the supervisor; and such supervisor 
may, if he deem it necessary, order any person (owning the same) to 
furnish a team of horses, mules, or oxen, and wagon, Cart, scraper, or 
plow, to be employed or used on the roads under the direction of 
such supervisor, who shall allow such person a reasonable compensa- 
tion for the use of such team, wagon, cart, seraper, or plow, in dis- 
charge of any labor due from such person. . 
Sec. 27. It shall be the duty of every supervisor” to collect, by 
suit or otherwise, in his own name as such supervisor, all fines, for- 
feitures and penalties arising and accruing under the provisions of 
this chapter for the non-performance of labor, and to expend the 
same in the employment of men, when necessary, to put the roads of 
his district in good repair; and if any portion of the moneys col- 
lected by him shall not be so expended, he shall pay the same: over 
to the county treasurer on or before the first of December annually, 
and take his receipt for the same, whick receipt shall be a proper 
voucher for the supervisor to settle with the county courtfor the 
amount thereof, and the court shall cause all moneys so paid into the 
to be appropriated to repairing the roads in such road dis- 
trict where such fine, forfeiture or penalty accrued. 


Sec. 28. The supervisor of roads shall open, or cause to be open- 
ed. all public roads which may have been or may hereafter be laid 
out and established according to law, in any part of his road district, 
and shall keep the same in good repair; and if the Jabor in his dis 
trict, assessed as provided in Section 22 of this act. is not sufficient 
for that purpose, then he shall have authority to assess and call out 
such an amount of labor as will be sufficient to put the public roads 
in his district in good repair; Provided, Said assessment shall be 
made as near as possible upon the basis of assessment in Section 22 ;

come into his hands as supervisor, for the use of his road district, 
any plows, scrapers, or other implements which he may think proper, 
and to enter upon any lands adjoining or near the public road, and 
gather, dig, and carry away any stone, gravel or sand, and cut down 
and carry off any trees or wood necessary for the making and re 
pairing any public road, and to purchase and pay for any timber, 

lank, or other materials necessary for making or repairing any pub- 
ic road in his district, and to enter upon any land adjoining or lay- 
ing near any public road in his road district, and cut, open or con- 
struct such drains and ditches as he shall deem necessary for the 
making or preservation of such roads, doing as little injury as may 
be to such fans: and any person stopping or obstructing the drains 
or ditches so made, shall forfeit the sum of twenty dollars for each 
offence, to be recovered and appropriated as provided in the last sec- 
tion; Provided, That in all suits decided adversely to the supervisor, 
hereby authorized to be instituted by him, he shall be allowed & 
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credit, in his yearly settlement, of costs he may have been compelled 
to pay on account of such adverse decision or decisions. 

Sec. 29. If any person shall feel aggrieved by the act of any 
supervisor cutting or carrying away timber or stone as aforesaid, he 
may make complaint thereof in writing to the county commissioners, 
at auy regular meeting within six months after the cause of such 
complaint shall exist, and such commissioners shall proceed to assess 
and determine the damages, if any, sustained by the complainant, and 
cause the same to be paid out of the county treasury. 

Sec. 30. Every supervisor shall erect and keep up at the forks 
of every highway and every crossing of public roads within his roads 
district, a guide or finger-board, containing an inscription in legible 
letters, directing the way and specifying the distance to the next 
town or public place situated on each road respectively. 

Sec, 81. If at any time during the year, any public road shall 
become obstructed by falling of timber, or from any other «cause, or 
any bridge shall be impaired, or become dangerous for the passage of 
teams or travelers, the supervisor of the road district, upon being 
notified thereof, shall forthwith cause such obstruction to be removed 
or bridges repaired, for which purpose he shall immediately order out 
stich number of inhabitants of his district as he may*deem necessary 
to remove such obstruction, or repair such bridge; and all persons 
so ordered out, shall, after having received one day's notice, be sub- 
ject to the same restrictions and hable to the same penalties as if or- 
dered out under the twenty-fowrth section of this chapter. 

Sec. 32. In all cases where any person shall, under the direttion 
of the supervisor of roads, perform more labor upon the public roads 
than may have been assessed upon him under the provisions of this 
act, the supervisor shall give such person a certificate, specifying the 
amount of extra labor so performed, which certificate may be trans- 
ferved and received in discharge of the labor of any other person 
within the same district to the amount of labor specified in such cer- 
tificate, or may be received from the holder ‘in satisfaction of labor 
on the roads in such road district in any subsequent year for the 
amount of labor specified therein. 

SEC, 33. Every supervisor shall keep an account of the number 
of days’ work performed on the public roads in his road district, and 
of the persons performing the same; he shall also keep an account 
of all moneys received by him from delinquents, or for fines or penal-

Te 5. That should there occur a vacancy in the Board during 
the interval of a session of the Legislature, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor tó appoint a suitable and qualified person to fill such 
vacancy until the Lesbians Assembly sliall elect.

Sec. 9. The pilots shall always keep a seaworthy boat, or boats, 
of not less than fifty tons burthen, full decked, to cruise outside the 
bar of the Columbia river, and in failing so to do, shall be deprived 
of their branches or warrants by a decision of the Board of Pilot 
Commissioners. =e i 

Sec. 10. That said pilot boat, or boats, shall at all times carry a 
sufficient supply of provisions and water as may be necessary for the 
relief: of vessels in distres and it shall be the duty of the pilots at 
all times to offer such aid to vessels in stress of weather, or in case 
of disaster. 

Sec. 11. Said Board of Pilot Commissioners are authorized to 
determine the fees of pilotage of the pilot or pilots, and specify defi- 
nitely in their respective warrants the same, and to direct all arrange- 
ments and óperations that may be necessary to promote the com- 
merce of the Columbia river. 

See. 12. Every pilot to whom a branch, or warrant shall be 
granted by said board, shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
or their office, give bonds, with sufficient security, to the said Board 
of Pilot Commissioners in the sum of ten thousand dollars, for the 
faithful performance of his ox their duties while in office.

That if a pilot, acting under the provisions of this act, 
shall have boarded any vessel outward bound, and shall be detained 
on board said vessel and carried to sea, or to any foreign port, the 
officers of such vessel so detaining said. pilot shall be liable to pay to 
the pilot so detained a compensation equal to the pay of the highest 
officer on board of said vessel for all the time he shall be necessarily 
detained from his proper port. 

The board of commissioners created by this act shall 
he entitled to reeeive for the execution df a branch or warrant the 
sum of fifteen dollars, to be paid by the person applying for the 
branch or warrant ; also, fire dollars per day for adjusting difficulties 
that may arise between such pilot and ship-masters or owners, the 
said fees to be paid br the parties in fault. 

Sec. 20. ° The said board of commissioners shall be entitled to 
receive, separate and apart from the fees as specified in tite foregoing

AN ACT for Taking up and Disposal of Estrays. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Legislatwe Assembly of the State 
of Oregon, That it shall be the duty of the county clerk of each and 
every county in this State to keep a book of suitable dimensions, to 
be called the Record of Estrays. + >- 

Sec. 2. Any house-holder about whose premises an estray may 
be in the habit of running-at large, may take up the same, and shall 
immediately post notices in three of the most publie places in the 
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county, one of which shall be in the precinct in which the estray was 
taken up, giving as correct a description as may be of natural and 
artificial marks, probable age, size, de. 

Sro. 3. If previous to the expiration of ten days from taking up, 
the owner shall prove said estray to be his, he shall be entitled to 
the same by paying charges, which shall be one dollar for taking up, 
posting, &c., and a reasonable rate for keeping the same. And, if 
the owner shall further prove that the person so.posting an estray 
knew to whom said estray belonged, and shall not have notified the 
owner of his intention to post said estray, then in that case he shall 
not receive for either posting or keeping. R 

Sec. 4. If at the expiration of ten days no one shall have made 
his claims known to the taker up, it shall be his duty to make a state- 
ment of the taking up of such estray, posting, &c., whereupon the jus- 
tice of the poe shall appraise the estray, and immediately notify 
the county clerk of the same county by letter or otherwise, that an 
estray has been taken, posted, appraised, &c., according to law, by 
whom taken, with marks, natural and artificial, &e.; and such justice 
shall receive for each appraisal and notification, one dollar for ap- 
praisal and ten cents per mile traveled in guch service. 

It shall be the duty of the county clerk, upon receiving 
such notices, to make record of the same in the Record of Estrays.

Donated to the State. 


SECTION 1. Be w enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Oregon, That any citizen or person having declared his intention, 
according to law, to become a, citizen of the United States, shall, by 
complying with the requirements of this act, be entitled from the date 
of the location of his claim, to possess and control, with the right to 
preempt, any portion of the publie lands of the United States dona- 
ted to this State under the act referred to in the title to this act, 
lying within the limits of this State; Prowded, That no such claim 
ans located upon lands known to contain salines or precious 
metals. 

SEC, 2. Any person wishing to preempt any tract of land under 
this act, which has not been surveyed by the United States, shall pro- 
cure a survey of the same to be made, by the county surveyor of the 
county in which such land is situated, which survey shall be compact 
in form, and bounded by lines running north, south, east and west ; 
but if such location be made on land previously surveyed by the Uni- 
ted States, it shall be made to correspond with the legal subdivisions 
of such survey.

the claimant with a certified description of the land located by him,

Section 1. Bet enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon, That all swine found running or being at large in the county 
of Wasco, and doing auy damage to the land or other property of 
any person in said county, nay be taken up and safely kept, at the 
expense of the owner or owners thereof, by any person so damaged. 

Sec. 2. All persons taking up swine so trespassing upon their 
land or other property, whether enclosed or not, shall immedistely 
thereafter post up notices in three of the most public places in the 
neighborhood in which such trespass shall have been committed, con- 


taining a description of the ear and other marks of such swine, where-. 


by the owner may identify them as his property. 

Sec. 3, That if the owner of such swine shall come forward, 
within twenty-five days after such notices are posted, and prove such 
swine to be his property, the person so taking shall deliver the same 
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to such owner upon his paying all costs, charges and dainages, sus- 
tained by reason of such trespass and taking up. 

Sec. 4, If, however, the owner does not come forward, within 
twenty-five days after such notices were posted, as provided in the 
preceding section, then the person taking up such swine shall imme- 
diately notify a constable of the county, and said constable shall pro- 
ceed to sell, at public auction, after giving five days’ notice of such 
sale, by posting notices in three public places in said county, all such 


„swine so taken up; Provided, however, that the owner may prove his 


property and receive the same by paying all costs, charges and dam- 
ages at any time before such sale takes place. 

If the parties cannot agree as to the amount of charges 
and damages, then each party may choose one disinterested person, 
and they may choose a third person, who shall determine the amount 
thereof.

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AN ACT to Regulate the Terms of Circuit and County Courts m Columbia County, 
and to fix the Salary of County Judge, 


Secrion 1. Beit enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon, That so much of the act passed June 3, 1859, or [as] provided 
for holding the circuit court in the county of Columbia on the third 
Tuesday of April, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Hereafter, there shall be held in said county but four 
terms of the county court in each year, to wit: On the first Monday 
of December, March, June, and September, and the salary of the 
county judge shall be reduced to the sum of two hundred dollars per 
annum.

Liquors, Wines or Cider

drug or poisonous compound, or any other thing deleterious to health, 
with any alcoholic or spirituous liquor, wine, beer, or ader, or amy 
liquid used as a beverage, or who shall procure or cause the same to 
be done, or who shall import, sell, or dispose of in any way, or give 
for use, any alcoholic or spirituous liquor, wine, beer, or cider, which 
lias been adulterated, mixed or compounded with any poison, shall, 
upon conviction thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction, be 
fined for each offence in any sam not less than twenty-five dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars, to which shall be added the same 
fees and costs as aré taxed in other criminal cases. 
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Sec. 2. Upon affidavit being made before any circuit or county 
judge, or justice of the peace, that the party making such affidavit has 
reason to believe that adulterated alcoholic or spirituous liquors, 
wines, cider, beer, or other liquid used as a beverage, are being im- 
ported, manufactured or sold, a warrant shall be issued by the magis- 
trate before whom said affidavit is made, authorizing the seizure by 
any officer of any amount not exceeding one gallon, of any liquor or 
liquid, for the purpose of chemically testing the game, and the testi- 
mony of any competent chemist or examiner, shall be received on any 
day of trial arising under the provisions of this act.

If any claim shall not be 
worked for six consecutive months, it shall be forfeited, and consid- 
ered liable to location by any person of persons, unless the owner or 
owners be absent on account of sickness, or in service of their coun- 
try in time of war. 

Sec. 4, Any person may hold one gold quartz claim by location 
and one by discovery, and as many by purchase as the laws of the

SECTION 1. Be i enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Oregon, That the inhabitants of Albany and their successors with- 
in the following limits, are hereby declared a body politie and corpo- 
rate, by the name and style of the “ City of Albany.” 

Sec. 2. The limits of said city shall be as follows : commencing 
in the middle of the main channel of the Willamette river, at the

The officers of said city shall be a mayor, six alder- 
men, a recorder, who shall be ex-officio. clerk of the common goun- 
cil and assessor, a marshal, who shall be ex-officio collecter of taxes, 
and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices until their successors are 
elected and qualified, 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected annually by the qualified 
electors of said city, on the third Monday in November, 1860, and 
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afterwards on the first Monday of November of each year ; and the 
first (1st) election therefor shall be as follows: The county clerk of 
Linn county; or his deputy, shall postin three of the most public 
places of said city, at least one week before the election, a notice des- 
ignating the place where said election will be held in such ward, and

To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, taverns, ordinaries, hawk- 
ers, peddlers, brokers, pawn-brokers and money changers, and also 

hackney carriages, wagons, carts, drays and omnibuses, and to fix the 
rates of conveying persons or property thereon, to license, tax and 
regulate bar-rooms, tippling houses, billiard tables, theatricals and 
other exhibitions, shows, and amusements, and also to prohibit 
bawdy-houses, gaming and gambling-houses; Provided, That no 
license shall exceed those made by statute for tippling-houses, bar- 
rooms and billiard tables, that the tax and license hereby granted shall 
be in addition to those made by the county, theatricals and other ex- 
hibitions, shows and amusements, and also to prohibit bawdy-houses, 
gaming and gambling houses, to establish and regulate market houses 
and places, to establish fire companies, and to provide for the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fires; to appoint fire wardens, and

to grade, pave, plank or otherwise improve, clean and keep in repair 
streets, alleys and sidewalks ; to erect, regulate and repair public 
wharves, docks and bridges, and regulate the erection and repairs of 
private wharves, and fix the rates of wharfage thereof; to regulate 
the storage of gun-powder and other combustible materials, and the 
use of candles, Jamps and other lights in shops, stables and other 
places; to prevent, remove or secure any fire-place, stove or other! 
apparatus which may be dangerous in causing fires ; to regulate and 
prescribe the manner of building partition walls and fences; to pre- * 
vent or regulate the running at large of animals, and the discharge 
of firearms in said city, to license and regulate porters and fix the 
rate of porterage; to appropriate for any item of city expenditure, and 
to provide for the payment of the debts and expenses of the city; to 
appoint a city attorney, and prescribe his duties; to change and make 
new wards, and change the number of the aldermen, as the interest of 
the city may require; to provide for measuring and weighing hay 
and wood and other commodities bought and sold in said city; to 
provide for the removal of standing water, and unwholesome and 
anal substances, and to prevent streams from overflowing their 
anks. 

To make by-laws and ordinances not inconsistent with the laws of 
the United States, or this State; to carry into effect the provisions 
of this charter, and secure the health, peace and improvement of said 
city, and to provide for the punishment of the violation of city ordi- 
nances by fine or imprisonment; but no fine shall exceed one hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisonment more than twenty days; and shall 
haye power to prevent the introduction of diseases into the city. 


To prevent and restrain any riot, noise, disturbance or disorderly 
assemblage in any street, house or place in the city. 

To provide for the prevention and removal of obstructions in the 
Willamette river within the limits of said city. Provided, That the 
residents of said city shall not be exempt from payment of such road 
taxes as are or may be by law imposed upon other residents of Linn 
county, and provided further, that the city council shall appoint a 
suitable person as supervisor of roads, who shall collect aud apply all 
road tax within the city of Albany to the roads within the limits of 
said city, and within the road district in which said city is situated. 


SEC, T. The mayor shall have power to call meetings of the com- 
mon council, and shall preside at their meetings, and when there is a 
tie in the council, shall vote; and shall at Jeast once in each year

Be it cnacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Oregon, That there shall be and hereby is established in or 
nem the town of Dallas, in the county of Polk, a university to be 
called and known as Lacreole Academic Institute, and that Freder- 


fick Waymire, Wilham P. Lewis, John E. Lyle, Horace Lyman, 


Reuben P. Boise, Thomas J. Lovelady, Nicholas Lee, James Freder- 
ick, and A. W. Swaney, and their associates and successors, [are] 
hereby declared to be a hody corporate and politic by the name and 
style of Laereole Academic Institute. 

Sec. 2, And be it further enacted, that said corporation shall 
have perpetual succession and have power to acquire, receive and 
possess, by donation, gift or purchase, retain and enjoy property, real,

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Oregon, That the boundary line of the corporation of the town of 
Jacksonville shall commence at the northwest corner of section thirty- 
two in township thirty-seven (37) south range two (2) west, running 
thence south forty chains, thence east sixty chains, thence north fifty- 
eight chains, to the south boundary of the claim of J. N. T. Miller, 
thence west sixty chains, thence south eighteen chains to the place of 
beginning. 

ARTICLE 1. 


Sec, 1. The inhabitants of the town of Jacksonville, within the 
limits above described, shall be and they are hereby constituted a 
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body politic and corporate, in fact andin law, by the name and style 
of the “ Town of Jacksonville” and by that name they and their suc- 
cessors shall be known in law, aud have perpetual succession, sue 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended in all 
courts of law, and in all actions whatever; may purchase, hold and 
receive property, real and personal, within said town, for public 
buildings, school purposes, and town improvements; may lease. sell 
and dispose of the same for-the benefit of the town ;/may purchase, 
receive and hold property,.real and personal, within and beyond the 
limits of the town, to be used for burial purposes, and for the recep.

Seo. 15. A majority of the aldermen, with the presiding officer 
at any meeting. shall constitute a quorum to do business, and all their 
meetings. shall be public; and at least once a year they Shall cause a 
statement of, the financial affairs of the city.to be published. 

Seq. 16. The city council shall nat, in. guy manner, create any 
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debt or liabilities which shall singly or in the aggregate exceed the 
sum of one thousand dollars. 

Suc. 17. This charter shall be submitted to the popular votes of 
the qualified electors of the city of Salem, for their acceptance or 
rejection, and if a majority of votes cast be in favor of accepting the 
same, it shall become a law, but not otherwise. 

Sec. 18, Theclerk of said Marion county. or deputy, shall give no- 
tice of and appoint a time previous to the fifth Monday of October 
next, and a place in cach ward, for voting on the acceptance or

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JOINT RESOLUTIONS relative to Brigadier Gen. Wm. S. Harney. 


Wuereas, The official conduct of Brigadier General William S. 
Harney, U. S. Army, lately in command of the Military Depart- 
ment of Oregon, touching the Northwestern boundary, and partic- 
ularly the occupation of San Juan Island in the Puget Sound, has 
been called in question ; and 

WHEREAS, a project has been broached having for its object the 
merging of said Department of Oregon in that of California, there- 
fore, with the concurrence of the Senate, 


Ist. Be it resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, 
That San Juan Island, one of the Haro Archipelago, lying in the 
Puget Sound, south of the 49th deg. parallel of north latitude, and 
east of Vancouver’s Island, belongs of right to the dominion of the 
United States, by treaty with Great Britain of June 15th, 1846. 

2d. Resolved, That the official conduct of General Wm. S. Harney, 
lately in command of the Military Department of Oregon, in occupy- 
ing the island of San Juan with a competent military force, for the 
purpose of defending the settlers thereof against savages, and against 
arrest and transportation for trial under process of a foreign court, 
not only meets the approval, but deserves the highest commendation 
of the people of Oregon. 

3d. Resolved, That General Harney, in occupying said island of 
San Juan, as aforesaid, did not under the circumstances exceed his 
authority as Commander-in-chief of the Department of Oregon, or his 


duty to our people, under the instructions contained in the letter of - 


Secretary Marcy to Governor Stevens of July 14th, 1855. That 
said instructions were intended to restrain American authorities from 
interfering on behalf of the rights of American citizens, only in case 
Great Britain should not attempt to “exercise complete and exclu- 


sive sovereign right within the fairly disputed limits.” That Great | 
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Britain did attempt to exercise exclusive sovereignty over said island 
by extending her jurisdiction, and issuing the process of her courts 
thereto, supported by military and naval force, before the occupancy 
thereof by American troops. That Great Britain did, through her 
“agents, after said occupancy by American troops, officially assert 
complete and exclusive sovereignty over said island; Ist, to be in 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, a political and commercial corporation 
under the British government ; and 2d, to be in the crown of Great 
Britain: thereby exhibiting a continued purpose of reducing said 
island to exclusive British sovereignty,—and that a default at such a 
crisis on the part of the officer in command of American troops in 
this quarter, in maintaining our rights, would have worked a serious 
compromise of American interests in the Northwest. 

Ath. Resolved, That General Harney, by a vigorous and well di- 
rected administration of the Military Department of Oregon, during 
his residence among us, has commanded the respect and commenda- 
tion of the country. 

5th. Resolved, That any material change in the boundaries of the 
Military Department of Oregon, or any merging of the same in the 
Department of California so that there may be but one military head 
on the Pacific coast; a region so extended and of such vast and im- 
portant military demands, will be looked upon as a public misfortune. 

Gth. Resolved, That instead of being diminished, the common good 
requires that the military resources and establishments of the United 
States should be increased in the said Department of Oregon.

Astoria and other places on the Columbia river, therefore your me- 
morialists pray that immediate steps may be taken for the erection of 
a marine hospital at Astoria or some other point in Oregon, and in 
the meantime that such an appropriation may be made from said fund 
as will provide for the tare of sick and disabled seamen.

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A MEMORIAL in reference to Military Posts, Roads, &c. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives in Congress Assembled : 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, 
respectfully represent that a large portion of the said State is an 
Indian country, occupied by roaming bands of Indians, who are in 
in the habit of committing depredations to the detriment of the fron- 
tier settlements of the State, that no treaties have been made with 
those Indians and that such title as is recognized in. them by the gen- 
eral Government still remains unextinguished. | 

This is particularly so in regard to the Indians occupying the coun- 
try on Snake River, along which the emigrant road passes from the 
South Pass to the military post at Walla Walla Valley, a distance of 
about six hundred miles. 

This region is principally barren, rocky, mountainous, and the soil 
is not susceptible of cultivation, except a few localities which fur- 
nishe roots, insects, &c., to the Indians as food. Their principal 
dependence, however, is fish, which are taken in great quantities at the 
different falls on Snake River, adjacent to the emigrant road. The 
Indians in questiou are the Snake'or Sho-sho-nee tribe. Twenty 
years experience has fully shown that our citizens cannot pass through 
that country without being exposed to the depredations of those 
Indians. As parties go through their country it is their custom to 
follow along and watch a chance to attack, rob and murder any one 
who may be separated from the main party, and as a matter of 
course our people feel justified in punishing the offenders, and in 
doing this some who are innocent of course suffer. ` | 


To enumerate the hundreds of our fellow citizens who have been - 


either robbed, killed or insulted by those Indians, would seem to 
effect our object by appealing to your sympathies, and would show 
-that nothing but the strong arm of our Government will prevent this 
barbarous mode of warfare and protect those who are exposed.

2 MEMORIALS. 


The beneficial results of the Military post at Walla Walla, by 
order of Gen. Jno. E. Wool in 1857, and the subsequent brilliant 
achievements of Col. Wright at a period of confusion and excite- 
ment, are well known. Where but recently the bones of our coun- 
trymen were bleaching upon the ground, now all is quiet and our 
citizens are living in peace, cultivating the soil and this year have 
harvested thousands of bushels of grain ; vegetables are produced in 
abundance; mills have been erected; a village has sprung up; shops 
and stores have been opened and civilization has accomplished won- 
derful results by the wise policy of the Government. 

To complete the work so well began, we ask the continuation of 
those benefits which it is in the power of our national Congress to 
bestow—a temporary post at the Grand Ronde, on the emigrant 
road, with a command of twenty-five men, distance from Walla 
Walla about forty miles; another on Burnt River or Horse Creek, 
with a like command, and a military post at Fort Boise sufficiently 
large to quarter not less than one company, to be permanently estab- 
lished and supplied from Walla, Walla, the two small detachments to 
be quartered at Walla Walla about the first of November, there to 
pass the winter and to return by first of May following, and to estab- 
lish a post at or near the great Falls on the Columbia River, about 
180 miles from Fort Boise, with a command of one company with 
one Indian agent. 

This is the place to which all the Indians inhabiting a large sec- 
tion of country from the Salmon River mountains on the north to the 
California mail route on the south-west, resort in the summer. 

A full personal knowledge of this section of country and of the 
Indians who inhabit the same by some of your memorialists for the 
last thirty years, enables us to declare the foregoing facts. We know 
that California and Oregon are alike interested in breaking up this 
den of tormentors, who, without the energetic aid of the Federal 
Government, will carry on their cruel warfare for years‘to come. It 
Should also be added that in this section of country, lawless white 
men who have escaped from justice or the army, find a home and 
protection among these savages. 

These Indians visit and trade at Salt Lake; a military post at this 
place will hold in check these men and accomplish much to secure 
the safety of the traveler. 

A. military post somewhere in the valley near Fort Hall, with a 
command of one company, able to “keep up a communication with the 
one at the falls below, will secure the much desired object, making it 
safe to the emigrants from the States to Oregon and California. 

A mail route from Salt Lake to Dalles City, Orégon, is very desir- 
able and will be of vast importance upon said route. 

Your memorialists further urge the making of treaties with all the 
Indians in Oregon, and the purchase of their lands, and that they be 
placed on reservations, as‘a benefit to them and advantageous to the 
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Government, and that a military post at Warm Spring reservation, 


on Deschutes river, of one company, also another of a similar force. 


at Klamath Lake, will secure safety to our citizens traveling to and 
from California and Oregon. 

It is needless to say that mounted men are preferable in the above 
service. 

Tnasmuch as the Government has large quantities ‘of supplies to 
transport to the interior of this State, from Vancouver, by way of 
the Cascade and Dalles, we recommend that a military road be 
located and completed at as early day as practicable for the trans- 
portation of troops, supplies, &c., and said road will be of vast im- 


portance to the citizens of Oregon and Washington Territory. Emi- 


grants coming to this country are obliged to go by water from the 
Dalles to the Cascades, thus incurring a large expense, and also in 
winter the navigation of the Columbia river is not navigable, owing 
to obstruction by ice for months. Thus in case of hostilities in that 


season, to supply the upper country is impossible, and at present the- 


Cascade portage on the Columbia river is held by corporated com- 
panies to the detriment of the citizens of this State. Said road should 
commence at the foot of the Cascades ‘on the Columbia river, in the 
State of Oregon ; thence to Dalles City by the nearest and best 
route ; thence to Walla by way known as the Government Train 
Road. Wedo not wish to multiply the many advantages of said 
road to this State and Washington Territory, as also to our general 
Government. . ae 

All of which we most respectfully submit for your early consider- 
ation. l 


A MEMORIAL relative to the protection of Immigrants. 


To the Honorable the Secretary of War : 


Y our memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ore- 
gon, most respectfully represent that more than one-half of the said 
State of Oregon is an Indian country, occupied by roaming, preda- 
tory and hostile bands of Indians. That no treaties have been made 
with these Indians and that such title as is recognized in them by the 
general government still remains unextinguished.  . 

But owing to the position of the eastern part of said State which 


embraces said Indian country, lying between the-settled portion of . 


Oregon and Utah, and intercepting all the principal immigrant roads 
overland, north of California, it is most important. to-the extension of 
our settlements and to the safety of those from the older States who 
_wish to emigrate to Oregon, that said region should be placed under 
more direct and efficient military control. 
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The main immigrant road for Oregon from the South Pass, lies 
along the Snake river, a principal tributary of the Columbia, and 
forming the eastern boundary line of the State. This road has, from 
the earliest migration to Oregon, been infested by treacherous and 
merciless savages, accustomed to every species of robbery and 
murder. 

No year has passed since the commencement of American coloniz- 
ation on the Pacific Coast which has not witnessed the depredations, 
the cruelties and sometimes the most revelting crimes of the Snake 
Indians and their allies. 

In 1854 they massacred an entire train of emigrants, and appro- 
priated the property to their own use. 

Within the last year they attacked a party of sixty men, peacea- 
bly prospecting for gold in the interior of our State, and drove them 
from their work to the settlements, wounding men and capturing 
and driving away some seventy head of horses. They twice attacked 
considerable detachments of United States troops, traversing the 
country for exploration and incidental protection to immigrant trains. 

Within the last month these barbarous outlaws of the plains sud- 
denly fell upon an unsuspecting immigrant party, consisting, as it is 
said, of forty-five souls, men women and children, and massacred the : 
entire company, save two or three, who escaped to the settlements 
after days of starvation and exposure.’ : 

Your memorialists cannot conclude that these accumulations of 
guilt and reported offenses will be left unpunished by the Govern- 
ment. 

But these Indians cannot be reduced to subjection by mere summer 
campaigning in the vast region over which they roam. Military 
posts of a permanent character ought to be established in the infested 
country sufficient in number and strength to secure the immediate 
subjugation of these tribes, and to maintain future control over them. 

It appears to your memorialists that the establishment of at least 
three military posts within the eastern borders of Oregon would 
alone serve the desired purposes. ` 

A principal four-company post at or near Fort Boise, on the Snake 
river, a two-company post on the Malheur river, on the new emi- 
grant trail from Fort Boise to Eugene City, by the head waters of 
the Des Chutes river, and a one company post at a convenient point 
on the Snake river, between Fort Boise and Fort Walla Walla, are 
strongly urged, and for the establishment of which your recommend- 
atións and the influence of your department are solicited by your 
memorialists. 

In order to secure the proper communication with posts which 
may be located in middle or eastern Oregon, and the most direct and 
convenient line of military transportation to the interior, a military 
road leading from Eugene City by the route of the new ‘emigrant 
trail before mentioned, to Fort Boise, will be indispensable. The 
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distance of the route will not reach three hundred miles; but the 
road when constructed'will open the heart of the State of Oregon, 
now a wilderness, to future military operations, and furnish a perma- 
nent military highway from the source of all supplies raised in Ore- 
gon, to the present and future Indian frontiers. 

Your memorialists therefore further ask your earnest recommen- 
dation of an appropriation by Congress of a sufficient sum to con- 
struct said military road, and as in duty bound will ever pray.

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A MEMORIAL concerning a Land District east of the Cascade Mountains. 


To the Honorable Members of the Senate | 
and House of Representatives of the United States : 
Your memorialists would respectfully represent that there is a 


large extent of country east of the Cascade mountains, in the State 
of Oregon, some of which is now settled, and much of the balance is 


now being rapidly settled by substantial farmers ; that at the Dalles, ` 


in Wasco county, Oregon, there is a flourishing incorporated town 
called Dalles City ; that the government surveys have been extended 
over considerable of said country, extending east as far as the Blue 
mountains, and are now being extended over the balance of the farm- 
ing country ; that the nearest land office to said section of country is 
situated west of the Caseade mountains, at Oregon City, a distance 
of one hundred and forty miles from the farming lands east of the 
Cascades ; that during a large portion of the year, said mountains 


are impassable, and persons visiting the land office are obliged to 


leave their horses at the Dalles, and take passage, with their wit- 
nesses, on steamboats, at a large expense ; that the land office afore- 
said is crowded with business, having now more before it than can 
be disposed of, with the present number of clerks, for a number of 
years. Wherefcre, your memorialists would respectfully askefor the 
establishment of a land office east of the Cascades, to be called the 
Dalles Land District, to be located at Dalles City, Oregon.
